AGAWAM - A controversial 
subject made its way to the Aga- 
wam City Council floor and a res- 
olution seeking to require Voter 
ID and stopping universal mail-in 
ballots was rejected by the major- 
ity of the council. 

Councilor George  Bitzas, 
along with co-sponsors Council- 
ors Mario Tedeschi and Cecilia 
Calabrese, supported a resolu- 
tion that would have encouraged 
Gov. Charlie Baker and the Mas- 
sachusetts Legislature to require 
voters to supply identification 
when going to the polls, and not 
allowing universal mail-in ballot- 
ing for anyone who requests it. 
The resolution was non-binding, 
and simply was meant to express 
the position of the majority of the 
council. 
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Anthony Bonavita 


bid against Rosemary 
Sandlin, who was the 
incumbent, and State 
Rep. Nicholas Boldy- 
ga, who won the elec- 
tion and still holds 
the seat. 

Bonavita has 
put all of his energy 
into helping to run 
the Agawam  Pub- 
lic Schools for more 
than a decade. He has 
passed several budgets and been 
involved with the interviewing 
and naming of four superinten- 
dents during his tenure, includ- 
ing current Mayor William Sa- 
pelli. 

Bonavita has had health is- 
sues as well, limiting his par- 








ticipation in some meetings 
during the past year due to the 
COVID-19 pandemic. A surgery 
prevented him from being able 
to attend last year’s socially-dis- 
tant drive-thru graduation cere- 
mony. 

Bonavita is a criminal de- 
fense attorney. He works mostly 
in Hampden Superior Court de- 
fending major cases and says his 
work is the main reason he will 
not be seeking re-election to the 
school committee. 

“I have been practicing 
for over 42 years, he said. “All 
during the pandemic, I have 
been taking new cases and have 
been busy. So, the next year or

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Company working on plans to install fiber network

AGAWAM - The recently formed Munic- 
ipal Fiber Task Force made a recommenda- 
tion to Mayor William Sapelli for form its 
own fiber network. 

While the task force was doing research 
and looking at options, they found that 
the time and money that it would take for 
Agawam to establish a fiber network there 
would already be someone else in town. In 
a press release it was noted that having the 
town try to operate its own fiber network 
was cost prohibitive, and estimates ranged 
between $10-15 million for construction 
alone. 

Chair of the task force Les Tingley said 
it would cost $70,000 and take several years 
just for the feasibility study. 

“We recommended to not go the MLP 
route; we would have to petition the state 
to become a MLP, it'll take a few years to do 
the feasibility study and after that wed need 
to vote to become an MLP, Tingley said. “It 
would take three years to do a small pilot 
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study in town, itd be around one million 
just to get a pilot study. 

While itd take many years to establish 
a base for creating the town own fiber net- 
work, there is a third-party carrier that’s 
already looking to establish a presence in 
town. 

The company OTELCO has plans to 
construct a fiber network system through- 
out Agawam, and it has already taken the 
preliminary steps to creating a network. 
OTELCO will have to lease the poles from 
Eversource just as the town would have had 
to if the created their own fiber network. 
Tingley said OTELCO plans to start their 
first phase in fall of next year. That's much 
faster than if the town created its own net- 
work, as even the feasibility study would 
take a few years. 

Tingley and Sapelli both clarified that 
the Task Force didn't recruit OTELCO as 
they already had Agawam on their list of 
communities to establish a network. 

“T reached out to OTELCO when it was 
suggested that we talk to them, we went 
into the meeting expecting to sign some 
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sort of contract will them, Tingley said. 
“They informed us they already had an idea 
to come to town.’ The town is not paying 
for OTELCO establishing a network, as the 
company is doing this independently and 
already has a presence in Massachusetts. 

Tingley said OTELCO started in Eastern 
Mass. and is making their way into Western 
Mass. and beyond. This company will have 
no cost to the taxpayer and it will provide 
competition in town and market. 

“I started the task force because I knew 
there were options and I knew that compe- 
tition is a good thing, especially right now, 
Sapelli said. “What's most important is that 
people have internet; with Comcast making 
a data cap and then pushing it off by a few 
years, I knew the task force was needed’ 

The task force will remain active 
throughout the period of OTELCO creating 
a fiber network in town, and the members 
of the task force will meet with OTELCO to 
keep in touch and up to date on their prog- 
ress. 

As we follow their progress, well release 
updates, Tingley said. “There are still some 





steps that need to be overseen: 

While OTELCO has started the begin- 
ning steps of creating a network, it wont 
be ready for a while, even with the hopeful 
start of fall 2022. Sapelli wants residents 
to stay patient as he and the task force are 
still working on getting a reliable network 
in town. 

The importance of reliable internet is 
clear to Tingley, Sapelli and the Town So- 
licitor Stephen Buoniconti, who explained 
that younger people have a large need for 
internet for work reasons, schooling, and 
streaming as most young people prefer to 
stream media, new, and television rath- 
er than buying cable. There are more and 
more reasons to have a sturdy and reliable 
internet network and connection through 
town, in a press release it stated that OTEL- 
CO plans to install a new fiber network 
throughout at least 80% of the town and 
provide service within two years. The mem- 
bers of the Task Force and Sapelli will be 
staying informed on the progress of OTEL- 
CO and assures residents that an alterna- 
tive option is in the works.

Can | still suspend 
my social Security 
benefits?

ear Rusty: Is it still possible to 
1D suspend Social Security benefits 

for a time? And, if so, how often? 
Signed: Curious Senior 

Dear Curious Senior: If you have al- 
ready reached your full retirement age 
and are receiving Social Security ben- 
efits that you claimed earlier, you can 
voluntarily suspend your benefits to 
earn Delayed Retirement Credits (DRCs) 
and get a higher benefit amount when 
your payments are resumed. While your 
benefit payments are suspended, you 
will earn an additional .67% for each full 
month of suspension (8% per full year of 
suspension). If you wish to do so, you can 
suspend until you are 70 years old, after 
which you will no longer receive Delayed 
Retirement Credits, and your benefit will 
have reached maximum. 

At age 70, Social Security will au- 
tomatically restart your benefit at the 
higher amount, as appropriate for the 
number of DRCs you earned while sus- 
pended. If you prefer or need the money 
sooner, you can request that your benefit 
be restarted earlier than age 70. 

You can voluntarily suspend and re- 
start benefits more than once if that 
is necessary, but the process requires 
some lead time to stop/restart benefits 
and there are other important factors 
to consider. If you suspend your per- 
sonal Social Security retirement benefit 
now to gain a higher payment amount 
later, while you are suspended no other 
benefits based on your record (such as 
a spousal or other dependent benefits) 
will be paid. 

And, if you currently have your Medi- 
care premium deducted from your So- 
cial Security benefit, suspending your 
Social Security benefits will require you 
to make alternate arrangements for 
direct payment of your Medicare pre- 
mium(s). You would need to pay your 
Medicare premium via mail or by direct 
withdrawal from your bank account, or 
by charging a credit/debit card. If you 
decide to suspend your Social Security 
payments, you will need to contact So- 
cial Security directly at 1-800-772-1213, 
or call your local Social Security office 
to do so. When requesting your benefit 
suspension, you can also make arrange- 
ments through Social Security to pay 
your Medicare premium separately.

that just recently shed its leaves! MCQUAID about growing alliums in anything but 
Why does it hold on to some of its foe ee sweet soil, so there you go. This is the 


leaves throughout the winter, anyway? I 

read some interesting hypotheses recently, explain- 
ing that the oak and its cousin the beech, are either 
evolutionarily delayed, or quite ahead of their time, 
depending on how you look at it. You see, we have 
the evergreens and we have deciduous trees. Then 
we have these trees in the middle. But what benefit 
could marcescence (holding on to dead leaves) be 
to the tree? One theory suggests that dead leaves 
covering the lower part of the tree protect vulnera- 
ble buds from deer browsing. Another says that the 
old leaves offer the buds measurable cold protec- 
tion. I found yet two more explanations targeting 
moisture conservation, implying that the leaves 
funnel snow (I.e. water) to the base of the tree and 
that when the dead leaves fall they are the start ofa 
moisture retentive mulch positioned exactly where 
the tree needs it the most, around the drip line. 
Very cool, indeed.Yet another thing to awe about 
creation, as if there weren't enough already! 

While I was outside I took advantage of im- 
pending rain, and decided that there was no time 
like the present to lime and top dress my garlic 
with compost. This meant visiting the compost 
pile, and you guessed it, raking off a layer of oak 
leaves before giving it a few good turns, revealing 
the “black gold” beneath, teaming with worms. It’s 
really neat to think that all those banana peels, egg 
shells, orange rinds and the like mixed with said 
leaves and grass clipping made this food for my 
garden. I filled a couple of buckets worth and head- 
ed over to the row of garlic. I was actually shocked 
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second year that I planted my garlic, 
laid a layer of cardboard on top and then mulched 
the whole shebang. It is off to another great start, 
so it seems. The cardboard helps prevent weeds 
and conserve moisture. 

I also gave some lime to my lupines. It’s what 
I was taught to do a million years ago and still do 
it, even though some sources say it is not needed. 
There is one bed, closer to my house that has been 
growing lupines far longer than the 10 years weve 
been here. In year two they flower, drop their seed 
and new plants germinate, sometimes with very 
little fan fare and usually in a spot where you least 
expect it or would desire it for perfect placement. 
Whether it is too close to another plant, too close 
to the front of the border or somewhere else not 
part of the plan, no worries. The volunteer always 
gets to stay because if you move it, chances are you 
will sever the tap root and lose the plant. And a 
June without lupines is too sad to risk it. The only 
time I have ever attempted moving a lupine seed- 
ling is when it has only its first or second true leaf, 
and then very, very carefully. 

Have fun with wherever you are led on your next 
afternoon in the garden!

HCC spring 
play inspired 
by pandemic 


HOLYOKE - Most theatrical productions begin 
with a script. 

“In These Times” began witha concept: ask students 
at Holyoke Community College to write first-person 
accounts of their lives during the COVID-19 pandem- 
ic; audition student- and alumni-actors to perform 
those stories; and complement the monologues with 
music and art contributed by other members of the 
HCC community. 

“Tt’s interesting putting something like this togeth- 
er, said HCC theater professor Patricia Sandoval, the 
show's director. “You dont know what youre going to 
get. 

What she got and how it all fit together she calls a 
“brilliant collage.’ 

“This is going to be a really unique production, 
said Sandoval, “because we are incorporating so 
many art forms. It’s a really wonderful showcase of 
what students have done throughout the pandemic. 
All of the writing and art is original and some of the 
music. All of it was inspired by these times, which is 
where the title comes from.’ 

Presented by the HCC Theater, Music and Visual 
Art departments, “In These Times” opens on Thurs- 
day, April 15, at 7:30 p.m. The virtual show will be live- 
streamed on YouTube and performed again on Friday, 
April 16, and Saturday, April 17, at 7:30 p.m., with a 
matinee performance at 2 p.m. on April 17. The Friday 
night show will be ASL-interpreted. 

Performances are free and open to all. The show 
channel can be accessed through hcc.edu/times- 
show 

The shows will not be recorded for later viewing. 

“This will be live, said Sandoval. “It’s really meant 
to be experienced in real time, with a real audience, 
even though the audience is watching remotely. 

The cast includes 18 student- and alumni-actors 
performing 40 different monologues that run one to 
four minutes apiece during the 90-minute show. Each 
actor will perform from their homes in front of their 
computers, with the video segments stitched togeth- 
er remotely in real time by streaming coach and HCC 
theater alumnus Corey Missildine, who performed 
the same role during HCC’s fall 2020 production, an 
original, live-streamed play called “Fatal Fisticuffs.’ 

“What's beautiful about these monologues is that 
they represent the diversity of the college, whatever 
that can be defined as, Sandoval said. “Age, race, eth- 
nicity - weve got everything represented in this pro- 
duction because that’s what HCC is.’ 

Eight student and alumni musicians pre-record- 
ed performances for the show. That includes three 
original compositions: “Covid Suite, a multimedia, 
electronic piece by student Jim Gipe; “Nero (Live in 
the Time of Corona),’ by student Elena Ciampa (piano 
and vocals) and “When, by HCC alumna Luci Mino 
"18 (ukulele and vocals). 

“The other musical performances arent originals, 
and arent necessarily related to the theme of the 
show, said Elissa Brill Paskin, chair of the HCC Music 
Department, “but they are in terms of how the per- 
formances were put together. Just the fact that people 
are performing alone, in their homes instead of with 
others on a stage and often accompanying or backing 
up themselves, really speaks to the way we are all find- 
ing ways to make music during these times.’ 

Approximately 45 students and alumni contribut- 
ed artwork that will be used to bind each of the mono- 
logues together on screen. 

“The artwork is at times a direct response to spe- 
cific moments or events of this past year, said Felice 
Caivano, chair of the HCC Visual Art Department. 
“For example, alumna Isabella Dellolios photographs 
document friends wearing masks. Alumni David 
Czupryna, Samary Ramos, and Jamie Capps, among 
many student artists, present poetic interpretations 
of the times we have been living through while others 
created work abstract in nature providing an image of 
beauty that we can all use right now. This collabora- 
tive project has the potential to give the viewer pause 
to contemplate these times at many levels.’ 

All the script submissions came from student work 
assigned last fall by professors in their HCC classes. 

“The writing has exposed all the issues that are 
relevant across the globe, said Sandoval. “Mental 
health. Loneliness. Isolation. Remote learning. Fear. 
But the writing also shows HCC students as being 
resilient, hopeful, optimistic, and self-reliant. That all 
comes through, and it’s beautiful”

AGAWAM - From kindergarten to high 
school, children in Agawam are learning 
about energy and the environment. And 
local real-estate entrepreneur and philan- 
thropist Harold Grinspoon has been con- 
cerned about both for a long time.

The Expo will be a family fun event, a 
great way for a family to spend an after- 
noon and evening. Enchanted Circle will be 
presenting a live production with the fifth- 
grade class centered around the towns re- 
cent storm water resilience plan. Other live 
online events include storytelling, game 


shows, read-alongs, sing-alongs, and even 
cooking demos. 

Students in almost every class are work- 
ing on projects for the Expo, ranging from 
designing a habitat for butterflies, insects, 
and birds, to outlining options to reduce 
junk mail, to instructions on using rain bar- 
rels and low flow showerheads, and much 
more. Some will be posted in advance of 
April 28 starting now. So keep checking 
the website to see new projects as they are 
posted. 

“Massachusetts leads the nation in en- 
ergy efficiency, yet many residents are not 
aware of the many ways in which the state 
and utilities will assist them to save energy 
and money and to utilize more clean ener- 
gy, no matter what their income’, says Uli 
Nagel, project director for ener-G-save and 
the Cooler Communities program at the 
Harold Grinspoon Charitable Foundation.

Ener-G-save, is the latest addition to the 
Harold Grinspoon Charitable Foundation's 
well known Teachers, Farmers, and Entre- 
preneurship awards, and has been working 
with close to 1000 residents across Pioneer 
Valley in the past four years to help them 
access available incentives and understand 
the sometimes confusing variety of offers 
on hand. 

“The Cooler Communities Challenge 
is our school-based program, modeled af- 
ter a successful program called “Cooler 
Concord”, from Concord, MA, which we 
also ran in Agawam in 2019 as well as the 
Berkshires in April ‘19 and November ‘20”, 
Nagel continues. “We are really excited to 
be working with the Superintendent's office 
and students and teachers across Agawam’s 


Town to sell compost bins 


AGAWAM - Composting is a great way 
to recycle our organic “waste” into a benefi- 
cial soil amendment for our yards and gar- 
dens. Composting at home can also help 
reduce methane production at landfills. 
Using the compost in our landscapes helps 
store carbon in the soil instead of releasing 
it to the atmosphere. And you can reduce 
your trash by 50 percent or more by com- 
posting leaves, grass clippings, garden de- 
bris, fruit peels, vegetable scraps, tea bags, 
coffee grounds, egg shells, paper towels, 
napkins and even paper bags. 

It’s easy to make compost, and the Town 
of Agawam makes it even easier by offering 
rodent-resistant home composting bins for 
$25, more than 40% off the retail price. 

“Composting is an effective way to help 
the environment and reduce waste.’ stated 
Mayor William Sapelli. 

“We are pleased Agawam is able to offer 
these compost bins at a reduced rate to the 
residents. Many residents have been wait- 
ing for theses since we had to cancel distri- 
bution in 2020 due to Covid-19 restrictions.’ 
According the Environmental Project Coor- 
dinator Tracy DeMaio, a portion of the cost 
is funded by a grant awarded by the Mass 
Department of Environmental Protection. 

The New Age Composter is made in Mas- 
sachusetts, constructed of thick, rugged 


100% recycled plastic. The composter is ad- 
justable and has a capacity of 24 cubic feet, 
the equivalent of about 12 bags of leaves. It 
has a cone shaped floor and cover which 
provide air and moisture to the compost- 
ing material, requiring a minimum mainte- 
nance while producing compost in about 3 
months. 

The compost bin helps hold in heat 
and moisture, keep animals out, and look 
more attractive than open compost heaps. 
Organic material will start to turn to com- 
post in the bin in 3 to 6 months. Compost, 
known as “black gold” to gardeners, re- 
plenishes nutrients in the soil, helps re- 
tain moisture, makes the soil easy to work, 
and helps plants resist disease. Compost 
makes plants healthy so they can overcome 
adverse conditions without pesticides or 
chemical fertilizers. 

The town will again be taking orders 
with payment through Friday, April 30th. 
Order forms are available online at www. 
agawam.ma.us. Orders must be mailed to 
the Department of Public Works, 1000 Suff- 
ield Street, with payment in the form of a 
check made out to the Town of Agawam. 
All pre-ordered compost bins should be 
picked up at the loading dock area of the 
DPW Wednesday, May 19 between 3 and 5 
p.m. or by appointment.

Gameplay largely unaffected 
in baseball modifications

REGION - While gameplay will 
remain largely the same, many 
high school baseball players will 
have to change a number of habits 
at least to start the baseball sea- 
son in May. 

Baseball is a game of supersti- 
tion, habitual repetition of certain 
motions and the needed to do 
things like spit seeds and chew 
gum. 

But under the modifications to 
the sport made by the Office of En- 
vironmental and Energy Affairs, 
players will have to refrain some 
certain behaviors, wear masks, 
and maintain distance despite the 
game itself involving a lot of dis- 
tance. 

The EEA, which has been mak- 


ing modifications to high school 
sports and working with the 
MIAA to ensure safe play during 
the pandemic, did not have to do 
much to change how the game of 
baseball is played. But a number 
of the “dirty” habits needed to be 
curtailed to make it safer. 

Consumption and spitting of 
sunflower and other seeds are 
prohibited this season. Players 
also cannot chew or spit during 
games. Spitting is also a major 
habit in baseball, and is banned 
for high schoolers and adults. 

In high school, following 
warm-ups each half-inning, it is 
common for infielders, the catch- 
er, and pitcher to have a brief 
“hype-up” huddle. That action is 
now banned to limit close contact 
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HOLYOKE—tThe Valley Blue Sox are 
proud to announce the signing of Hezekiah 
(Hez) Randolph as the new head coach be- 
ginning this 2021 season.

“Tm a southern kid, and I started play- 
ing unorganized baseball when I was two 
years old with my parents. I was hitting 
balls across the room, he laughed, “and 
that’s when my dad decided that baseball 
was something that he should start invest- 
ing in for me.’ 

Randolph played baseball, basketball, 
and football at Parkview Baptist High 
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School in Baton Rouge, where he discov- 
ered his passion for baseball, although 
“most people thought that football was my 
better sport, he said. After dropping bas- 
ketball, his “first love, he ended up loving 
baseball more and more, and “it became 
the sport I saw myself playing at the next 
level?’ 

Randolph excelled at the University of 
New Orleans, starting as a freshman and 
contributing to the “tough turnaround” 
of the team. He led the Privateers in RBI 
(31), doubles (11), home runs (4), and slug- 
ging percentage (.433), in addition to be- 
ing named a Louisville Slugger Freshman 
All-American in his first year and All-Lou- 
isiana First Team in his senior year. 

The summer after his junior year, the 
Blue Sox staff reached out to Randolph's 
college coach in hopes of having him join 
the 2016 roster. 

“They actually thought I was some kind 
of myth, Randolph recalled, “Why would a 
guy from New Orleans, Louisiana show up 
to Massachusetts?” 

In the end, Randolph did show up. He 
spent the summer with the Blue Sox, and 
was selected for the New England Colle- 
giate Baseball League All-Star Game, in ad-

In order to increase grip on the bat, 
many players often spit on their hands 
and/or batting gloves. That practice is

coaching so much that I thought to myself: 
If I love it so much, why not do it for a liv- 
ing? This was an opportunity I could not 
pass up.

In anticipation of the season, Randolph 
is looking forward to figuring out how to 
connect to his players as a head coach. 

“The dynamic [from being an assistant 
coach to a head coach] is different.” He 
said, “The players feel like they can be a 
little more comfortable with you, because, 
at the end of the day, an assistant doesn't 
really make the lineup. 

I think that is going to be the most in- 
teresting part, as John really taught me how 
important it is to be able to connect with 
your players and find out how you are go- 
ing to motivate them. If youre coaching a 
bunch of unmotivated guys, it’s going to be 
hard to drive them to win and be the best 
player that they can be. At the end of the 
day, developing players is what this is all 
about.’ He said. 

Randolph's experience with the Blue 
Sox gave him a new outlook on the game 
of baseball, and he could not be more ex- 
cited to begin his journey as head coach. 
According to Randolph, “this opportunity 
pretty much changed my life.’

All shared equipment, specifically bat- 
ting helmets and bats, and in some cases, 
catchers gear, must all be properly sani- 
tized between uses by different players. 
However, it can be shared unlike previous 
seasons and other sports where equip- 
ment could not be shared at all. 

Game-play itself, is otherwise unaf- 
fected. While masks are required, there 
are no extra timeouts for water breaks as 
they are built in when a team is batting. 
There are no modifications to situations 
where players are in closer contact, such 
as the batter to catcher close distance, or 
a baserunner to a first baseman. 

The spring season is scheduled to be- 
gin on April 26 with games beginning a 
week or two later. The spring season will 
go to July 3.

In the end, a 6-5 majority dissented, with varying de- 
grees of agreement and disagreement with the wording of 
the resolution. 

Council President Christopher Johnson said identifica- 
tion is required to register to vote, and that voting is a right. 
He rejected the need to provide ID at the polls, though 26 
states do require identifications. However, he supported 
the concept eliminating the universal mail-in voting. 

“T believe in the sanctity of the voting booth, Johnson 
said. “But I cannot support the resolution as it is written’ 

Bitzas, the main sponsor of the resolution, made a 
lengthy speech explaining his position. He heard the nu- 
merous calls for him to withdraw the resolution, but said 
he is sticking to his beliefs and hopes to generate a healthy 
debate about the issue. 

“There is no single word (in the resolution) that pre- 
vents any legal voter the ability to vote whether by in-per- 
son or traditional mail-in ballots, said Bitzas. “It does not 
suppress voting. If people are sick or disabled or unable to 
vote for any reason, they must request an absentee ballot 
by mail?

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Universal mail-in balloting was made available to any 
voting who wanted it due to the COVID-19 pandemic con- 
ditions last year. Because mail-in and early voting result- 
ed in so much voter participation, more than 160 million 
people in the United States, there are pushes to make 
mail-in balloting a permanent avenue people can seek to 
vote. 

Opponents believe universal mail-in balloting leads to 
fraud. 

Councilor Robert Rossi pointed out former President 
Donald Trump’s claims of voter fraud were denied in 60 
different lawsuit filed in different states. 

“No one anywhere found there was widespread voter 
fraud, said Rossi. “And the lawsuits were rejected by judg- 
es appointed by Mr. Trump.’ 

Council Dino Mercdante supported the resolution. He 
agreed with Bitzas comment that and ID is required for so 
many other things, that it should not be an issue to pro- 
vide it to vote. 

“Tt is our right and responsibility to show up to the 
polls and substantiate who we are, said Mercadante. 

Councilor Gerry Smith rejected the resolution, saying 
he favored the increased participation of voters.

two I am going to be extremely busy due to 
the backlog that the court faces along with 
accepting new cases. That is my main reason 
for not running again. I have to devote all 
my time for the serious cases that I handle 
and I do not believe I will be able to be on the 
School Committee at the same time.’ 


The courts in Massachusetts have yet to 
really start having jury trials and there will 
be a massive backlog of cases in all court 
once they are able to fully re-open. 

Bonavita left the door open to return to 
the school committee or some other elected 
office. 

“I never would say never that I wouldnt 
run again for some local position after the 
next two years, said Bonavita. “But in the
